CTA bus service suffered 
during long, cold winter

Blame it on the rain— errr, sleet and snow 
CTA bus ridership fell in February be- 
cause of record cold and snowy weather, 
which also took a toll on the CTA’s bus fleet 
and the timing of bus arrivals that month, ac- 
cording to a performance report the agency 
posted this week. 

There were 21.8 million bus rides taken in 
February, up from 20.5 million in January but 
down from 23.7 million rides in February 20 13 , 


according to CTA data. Bus ridership was 
down 12 percent in January and February 
compared to the same period last year. 

Chicago Public Schools closed for a few 
days because of the cold, and some business- 
es voluntarily shut down during that time, 
which decreased ridership, CTA spokes- 
woman Tammy Chase said. 

Rail ridership was not as affected by the 
cold. January and February exceeded the 
agency’s goal of 17.4 million riders. The CTA 
said riders seemed to opt to take trains in- 
stead of other forms of transportation. 

CTA trains were still impacted by the 
weather, though. Nearly 13 percent of the rail 


fleet was unavailable for service on average in 
February, up from 9 percent in February 2013. 
The CTA’s 2014 target is ii percent. 

The agency blamed this number on its 
heavy use of “sleet fighter” rail cars to apply 
de-icing fluid to the third rail. 

On the bus side, about 14 percent of the 
CTA’s bus fleet was unavailable for service 
on average in February, up from ii percent 
in February 2013. The agency’s 2014 target is 
12.6 percent. 

The CTA also had a problem with large 
gaps in bus service, which it blamed on slow 
traffic because of the weather.

The CTA is testing electronic signs on its 
Orange Line and Brown Line cars, the 
agency said Tuesday. Last week, the CTA 
equipped two pairs of 3200-series rail cars 
that operate on the Orange and Brown lines 
with new electronic destination signs on the 
front of the first car and on the inside of the 
cars. The signs replace the traditional roller 
curtain on the sides and ends of each car. 
Starting next year, the CTA plans to equip all 
256 of its 3200-series cars with these signs. 
The CTA board approved the purchase of 
these displays for $4.1 million from Axion 
Technologies in August. t.s.

It’s not surprising to learn that Bobby 
Krlic, the 28-year-old London native 
behind The Haxan Cloak, is heavily 
influenced by film scores.

It’s not entirely surprising 
that Allen titled her first album in five years 
“Sheezus,” which is no more or less atten- 
tion-seeking than calling an album “^ezus.” 
That doesn’t mean she can’t or shouldn’t 
be criticized; Allen deserved the negative 
reaction to her video for “Hard Out Here,” 
in which she made a bad attempt to lampoon 
stereotypical rap videos, ^t when you sort 
through the abundance of click-seeking noise 
and actually listen to “Sheezus,” you’ll won- 
der if it’s much ado about very little. 

As Allen questions pop stardom, the al- 
bum’s production resembles that of the other 
pop stars dominating airwaves. Lyrically, her 
trademark wit now resorts to cliches like 
the “Let’s have fun because we’ll be dead 
one day” song (“Our Time”) and a “Life has 
changed now that I’m older, but I’m cool 
with it!” jam (“Life For Me”). Throughout the 
record, the over-reliance on Auto-Tune nearly 
reaches levels of “Believe”-era Cher.

At times Allen wants to scoff at the cool 
kids who vamp for the world (“Insincerely 
Tours”); other times she’s begging us to pay 
attention to her (“Sheezus”), not her more fa- 
mous contemporaries. We get a valid, direct 
critique of online behavior (“URL Badman”), 
then a whiny gripe about people not taking 
her seriously because her parents may or may 
not have had money when she was growing 
up (“Silver Spoon.”) The back and forth is an- 
noying; contradictions slide into an inability 
to distinguish between irony and sincerity 

Allen’s attempted points about empty 
celebrity worship and misogyny are worth- 
while, but she articulates them terribly If 
you don’t care what people say about famous 
folks, isn’t it hypocritical to wax poetic 
about that topic on a major label-produced 
track? Sheezus should first form a solid 
point, blog that nonsense and save the rest 
of us an hour.

For Michael Novak, the performing arts have come full circle.

FRIED DOUGH 


John‘s Pizzeria, 2104 N. Western Ave. 773-384-1755

There are secrets, and there are twists. Some- 
times the secrets are buried in the twists. 
Such is the case at John’s Pizzeria Ristorante 
and Lounge, a third generation-run restau- 
rant in Logan Square, where there’s a deli- 
cious bit of magic in the very accurately (and 
very cumbersomely) named dessert known 
as twisted buttered sweetened fried dough 
($6.95 for an order of six). 

I’d been going to John’s for years for pizzas 
(which start at $10.25 for a medium; at John’s 
they don’t do small), which on a good day can 
hold their own with the square-cut, cracker- 
crusted pies at local institutions such as 
Vito & Nick’s in Ashburn or Marie’s Pizza & 
Liquors in Mayfair. As one who always heeds 
the siren song of deep-fried cheese sticks, ja- 
lapeno poppers, mushrooms, onion rings and 
zucchini sticks, I woxxld always make room 
for the breaded sampler ($8.60), too. 

This meant I rarely left space in my 
stomach for dessert. And even if I had, John’s 
always seemed like the kind of place you’d 
finish the night off with a cannoli. But on 
a recent night, my wife asked our server to 
name the best dessert on the menu. Most of 
the evening, our server’s enthusiasm level was 
that of a utilitarian diner waitress, but when 
asked about dessert, her eyes grew wide 
and she breathlessly declared that we must 


get the twisted dough, as if our mortality 
depended on it. 

Plenty of chain pizzerias sprinkle sugar 
on their pizza dough and peddle it as dessert 
breadsticks, but that’s not what John’s is up 
to. This is not a breadstick, but rather a hot 
doughnut-like cloud of comfort dripping 
in butter and crusted in powdered sugar 
and cinnamon. After eating three of them, 

I stuffed another in my mouth, half of it 
dangling from my mouth like a cigar as I paid 
the bill and walked out the door. 

Much of John’s menu (and decor— think 
golden wood paneling and vinyl banquettes) 
is from 1957, when John Imburgia opened 
the pizzeria to cook his Sicilian family 
recipes. Today, the place is run by his son 
Larry and his grandson John; Larry’s brother 
Tony was also involved until he passed 
away in 2010. The dough is a recent innova- 
tion-added to the menu about five years 
ago— and I was so mesmerized by it that 
I prodded Larry for details. Was it made 
from the same dough they use for the pizza? 
“Teah, sort of, but there’s a few twists, a few 
secrets in there that we do,” he said. “I can’t 
tell you what it is.”

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*O.C.’ Star finds fame, 
maturity on ‘Nashviiie’

“Nashville” star Chris Carmack has a face that 
belongs on a billboard. Chiseled jaw, piercing 
blue eyes and just the right amount of stubble. 
It’s served him well over his years in the en- 
tertainment industry though it has also pre- 
sented some challenges. 

Before you roll your eyes, picture this: %u’re 
23 and living in L.A., 3,000 miles from home. 
You pay the bills with modeling gigs where 
you’re ordered around by casting directors 
who treat you like a walking set of six-pack abs. 
Suddenly you land a part on a hit teen drama. 
Now you can’t even go to a laundromat with- 
out being chased by hysterical fans. 

Amazing? Sure and also a surreal experi- 
ence that changed the way Carmack, 33, sees 
the world today At the moment, the actor is 
enjoying a rare bit of Hollywood stability He’s 
got a series regular gig on ABC’s soapy drama 
“Nashville” (the second season finale airs at 9 


p.m. Wednesday) that not only gives him a juicy 
role as a closeted country singer, but a platform 
to be a real-life recording star. Though he might 
be best known to some for his role on Fox’s 
“The O.C.” a decade ago, he’s determined to 
squeeze every advantage from this opportunity 

“Tbu know how most kids look back at col- 
lege and go, ‘I could have gotten a lot more 
out of that?’ That’s kind of what ‘The O.C.’ 
was for me,” Carmack said about his first 
brush with fame. “Sometimes I look back and 
I’ll be like, ‘God, Chris, you were such a damn 
idiot.’ Just ’cause I didn’t know enough to re- 
ally drink it in for everything it was worth.” 

Carmack had his breakout role in 2003 
high school jock Luke Ward, the one who ut- 
tered the now-iconic line in the show’s pilot 
episode: “Welcome to the O.C., {bleep}!” The 
show became a phenomenon, and members 
of the young, beautiful cast became instant 
stars. Carmack recalls the days somewhat 



fondly but says he simply wasn’t prepared for 
the level of fame. Luke was written off after 
the first season, and Carmack was left to start 
over in Hollywood. 

Around 2006, needing to clear his head from 
Hollywood, Carmack found himself drawn 
to live theater in New York City and London. 
In one role, he starred opposite Alec Baldwin. 
When he moved back to L.A. he was back to 


square one, getting one-off parts in shows and 
made-for-TV movies. Until 2013, when “Nash- 
ville” called. 

Fortuitously Carmack had been honing his 
musical talents in L.A., playing in a couple 
of bands. When a friend alerted him to the 
role of an up-and-coming singer named Will 
Lexington, Carmack jumped. He didn’t know 
many country songs, so in his audition, he sang 
Jason Aldean’s “She’s Country” while stealing 
glances at a lyrics sheet on the floor. The pro- 
ducers were immediately impressed— before 
Carmack made it back to his car, he got a call 
that the “Nashville” team was very interested. 

Producers told Carmack from the start 
that Will Lexington would harbor a secret: 
He’s gay and has desperately tried to keep his 
sexuality a secret. After hearing more details, 
Carmack didn’t hesitate. A chance to play mu- 
sic, be produced byT Bone Burnett and get an 
intriguing story line? Sign him up. 

“The writers really are telling it with such 
care that it’s great, because they really don’t 
want it to become a cliche,” Carmack said. 
“They really want to tell the story with a lot of 
specificity and care, and it’s a real blessing to 
act in a story line that has that much thought 
put into it.”
